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OONFERBNCE  NOTES 

Several  conferences  and  institutes  of  interest  to  Montana  social  workers 
have  been  planned  for  the  late  spring  and  eununer  months.  The  first  is  the 
regional  conference  of  State  Welfare  Agencies  to  "be  held  in  Billings  on 
May  19,  20,  and  21.  This  conference  will  be  attended  by  State  Administrators, 
Directors  of  Public  Assistance,  Directors  of  Child  Welfare  Services,  and 
Directors  of  Statistics  and  Research  of  the  states  of  Region  IX  comprised 
of  Colorado,  Idaho,  Utah,  Wyoming  and  Montpna,   Also  attending  v;ill  be  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Assistance  and  the  Children's  Bureau  from 
the  regional  and  national  offices.  The  general  theme  of  the  conference  vrill 
be  the  interpretation  of  welfare  services  to  the  public. 

The  conference  of  Welfare  Agencies  vrill  be  followed  by  the  mountain 
states  regional  conference  of  the  American  Public  Welfare  Association  on 
May  23  and  24  in  the  same  city.  Discussions  throughout  the  conference  vrill 
be  focused  on  the  objectives  of  public  assistance  and  social  insurance  pro- 
grams. In  addition  to  regional  and  national  representatives  of  the  Bureau 
of  Public  Assistance  and  of  the  Children's  Bureau,  Governor  John  W.  Bonner 
vrill  be  in  attendance  to  v/elcome  the  group  to  Montana,  and  Mr.  Hovrard 
Russell,  Director  of  the  American  Public  Welfare  Association,  and  Mr.  Palmer 
Hoyt,  publisher  of  the  Denver  Post,  will  also  be  present.  Miss  Helen  M. 
Barke,  Assistant  Director  of  the  Division  Public  Assistance,  is  permanent 
conference  chairman.   Since  this  is  the  first  time  that  this  conference 
has  been  held  in  Montana,  it  is  hoped  that  social  workers  of  public  and 
private  agencies  in  the  state  vrill  avail  themselves  of  this  unusual  oppor- 
tunity for  professional  advancement. 

In  July,  Miss  Bessie  E.  Trout,  Consultant  on  Staff  Development  of  the 
Children's  Bureau,  vrill  meet  vrith  Montana  Child  Welfare  Consultants  for 
discussions  on  staff  development  and  supervision. 

In  August,  an  institute  on  supervision  for  the  State  Field  Supervisory 
staff  will  be  held  in  Helena.  Miss  Anne  Wilkens,  Technical  Training  Con- 
sultant of  the  Bureau  of  Public  Assistance,  vrill  direct  the  institute. 
This  meeting  will  be  followed  bv  a  series  of  district  meetings  throughout 
the  state  vrith  the  stress  on  supervision. 

The  1949  State  Conference  of  Social  '.-relfare  will  be  held  in  Butte  on 
October  20  and  21.  Detailed  program  plans  for  the  meeting  have  not  been 
developed  as  yet.
